WOULD BAR U. S. COAL 

Editor Bulletin:—A comment on “Prosperity by 
is worthy of sincere consideration by every 
Canadian citizen, who is interested in the welfare 
of his country, and the three questions given de- 
mand an answer, as it is generally felt that the 
policy of the present Government is running on the 
wrong track in some respects.

Health and Diet Advice

SUNDAY—Breakfast: Poached egg on Melba 
toast; stewed figs. Lunch: Avocado salad, glass of 
tomato juice. Dinner: Baked chicken, stuffed sum- 
mer squash, salad of head lettuce, pineapple, almond 
cream. 

MONDAY—Breakfast: Cottage cheese, fresh 
peaches. Lunch: Grapefruit, as much as desired, 
glass of milk. Dinner: Minced chicken in cucumber 
jelly, string beans, McCoy salad (lettuce, cucum- 
bers and tomatoes), applesauce. 

TUESDAY—Breakfast: French omelet, small 
slice of broiled ham, Melba toast, stewed raisins.

QUESTION--C.E.G. asks: “What sort of treat- 


palate, or is any treatment possible?

ANSWER—Such deformities snould be corrected 
as soon es possible because the one who is effected 
is extremely sensitive about the condition and it 
may lead to unpleasant mental complexes. These 
troubles are caused by a failure of the parts to 
unite while the child is in the fetal stage. These 
conditions must be treated surgically. In children 
the hair lip can often be brought together so that a 
scarcely noticeable sear remains. A soft palate may 
in the same way be drawn together. If the hard 
pelate is affected, it may be necessary to weer a 
false plate inside the mouth so that the speech and 
swallowing are not affected. 

QUESTION: Mr. Bert P. writes: “What would 
cause lead-colored marks under the eyes, falling 
hair, beardiess face and poor memory and concen- 
tration? I am 22 years old and weigh 145 pounds. A 
number of examinations have disclosed nothing 
wrong with me.” 

ANSWER: The beardiess face, falling hair and 
lack of concentration would be more apt to indicate 
some deficiency of the ductless glands, but only a 
thorough examination could determine this. The 
dark coloring under the eyes may be produced by 
autointoxication or enervation.

The reason for that was—that most, if not all 
coke manufactured in Eastern Canada is made out 
of American soft coa!, which is allowed into Canada 
duty free, and the best competitors to Pensulvania 
enthracite in the Rastern cities is coke which is 
gradually pushing the American anthracite out of 
these markets. It looks nice to find a Canedian- 
made product prevailing in the scale of coke in this 
way, but we fail to see however where the benefit 
is derived for Canada when the coke is made in 
Canada from American soft coal. We find in this 
that the competition is solely between American 
concerns in these territories, with the real Can- 
adian product hopelessly pushed out 

What we want is the total exciusion of Ameri- 
can coal, and let competition exist Letween Can- 
adian producers alone. We can not compete with 
American coal, and $1,750,000 subsidy can never 
fill up the chasm between the freight rates of the 
two countries Even ten times the above mention- 
ed sum would not suffice. The only sane thing to 
do is to levy the embargo after taking the difference 
freight rates considerstion.-—-

J. Sydney Roe in a Toronto paper has been reviewing 
the jests and bulls of the Canadian House of Commons 
He recalls the time when the iste Nicholas Flood Davin of 
Regina was called to order for having said of some trans- 
action of the government that it had “a very fishy smell.”

Searching for a classical allusion to fortify his onslaught 
on the Minister, Mr. Goodeve said: “Mr. Speaker, the 
Minister of Finance opened his Pandora's box and out 
jumped the Trojan Horse.” 

But I think the best mixed metaphor I have heard of late 
is that quoted by Judge Parry in his “Drama of the Law.” 
He quotes an English barrister as declaiming, “At this point, 
your Lordships, the hand of the law stepped in and com- 
menced to speak.”

The ability to laugh is probably the most saving of all 
the saving graces.

A few minutes later when King George received a tele- 
gram from Miss Wendy, styling him “Honored Sovereign 
of the British Commonwealth of Nations,” and assuring 
him of her loyalty in that capacity, George probably 
laughed also.

This instinct for self-determination may not be a laugh- 
ing matter; it is the instinct that has resulted in the Balkan- 
ization of Europe.
